1. (Currently amended) A method on a wireless device for providing a non-audible push- 
to-talk indicator, comprising: 

first indicating, via anon-audible push-to-talk ixulicator, that a user of the wireless device 
may not provide audio for transmission; 

initiating, by the wireless devic e, subsequent to the first indicating, a connection setup 
procedure with a wireless network; 

receiving a message from the wireless netwoik indicating establishment of a connection 
in response to initiating the coimection setup procedure : and 

second indicating, via the non-audible push-to-talk indicator, subsequent to receiving the 
message in dicating establishment of the connection t hat the user of the wireless device may 
provide audio for transmission. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 , Ais^erdn the first indicating comprises: 
indicatmg, via a push-to-talk backlit button, that a user of the wireless device may not 

provide audio for transmission. 

3- (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the first indicating comprises: 
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indicating, via a push-to-talk backlit button that is lit in red color, that a user of the 
wireless device may not provide audio for transmissioiL 

4. (Original) The method of claim 3, wherein the second indicating comprises: 
indicating, via a push*to-talk backlit button that is lit m green color, that a user of the 

wireless device may provide audio for transmission. 

5. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the initiating, by the wireless device, a 
connection setup procedure with a wireless network includes the sub-step of sending a call 
request to the wireless network. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1, fiirtiier ccnnprising: 
detecting the user pushing the push-to-talk button; and 
receiving audio from the user for transmission. 

7. (Currentiy amended) A method on a wireless device for providing a non-audible push- 
to-talk indicator, comprising: 

first indicating, via a non-audible push-to-talk indicator, that a user of the wireless device 
may not provide audio for transmission in the absence of an established call; 

receiving a request to join a coimection setup procedure with a wireless network 
subsequent to the first indicating: 

receiving a message from the wireless network indicating establishment of a connection 
subsequent to receivi ng the request to join the connection; 
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[second indicating, via the non-audible push-to-talk indicator, that the user of the wireless 
device may not provide audio for transmission in response to receiving the message indicating 
establishment of the connection;] 

receiving audio firom the wireless network originating from another user on another 
wireless devic e subsequent to receiving the message indicating establ i<ahmftnt nf t he connection : 

second indicating, via the non-audible nush-to-talk indicator, while receiving the audio, 
that the user of the wireless device mav not provide audio for transmission: 

detecting the passage of a predefined period of time commencing upon completion of 
receiving audio from the wireless networ k subseouent to receiving audio from the wireless 
network : and 

third indicatir^, via the non-audible pu^to-talk indicator, subsequent to detecting the 
passage o f the predef ined pennrf that the user of the wireless device may provide audio for 
transmission. 

8. (Previously presented) The method of claim 7, wherein the first, second, and third 
indicating comprises: 

indicating, via a push-to-talk backlit button, whether the user of the wireless device may 
provide audio for transmission. 

9. (Previously presented) The method of claim 7. wherein the second indicating 
comprises: 

indicating, via the push-to-talk backlit button that is lit in red color, that the user of the 
wreless device may not provide audio for transmission.

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10. (Previously presented) The method of claim 7, wherein the third indicating 
comprises: 

indicating, via tl^ push-to-talk backlit button that is ht in green color, that the user of the 
wireless device may provide audio for transmission. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) A push-to-talk wireless device including a non-audible push-to- 
talk indicator, comprising: 

a processor for initiating a coimection setup procedure with a wireless network; 
a receiver for receiving a message from the wireless network indicating establishment of 
a connection; 

a push-to-talk button for pushing when the user desires to provide audio for transmission; 

and 

a non-audible push-to-talk indicator for indicating that the user of the wireless device 
may provide audio for transmission after the connection has been established and the message is 
received Irom the wireless network, otherwise for indicating that the user of the wireless device 
may not provide audio for transmissio n prior to receiving the message indicarinpr establishment 
of the connection, if another user of the connection is presently using the connection to provide 
audio, or before initiating a connection setup procedure . 

12. (Original) The push-to-talk wireless device of claun 11, further comprising: 
a transmitter for sending a call request to the wireless network when initiating a 
connection setup procedure with the wireless network.

13. (Previously presented) The piish-to-talk wireless device of claim 11, wherein the 
non-audible push-to-talk indicator comprises a backlit button. 

14. (Original) The push-to-talk wireless device of claim 13, wherein the backlit button 
emits a red colored light when indicating that the user of the wireless device may not provide 
audio for transmission. 

15. (Original) The push-to-talk wireless device of claim 14, wheiein the backlit button 
emits a green colored light when indicating that the user of the wireless device may provide 
audio for transmission. 

16. (Original) The push^to-talk wireless device of claim 1 1, further comprising: 
a detector for detecting the user pushing the push-to-talk button; and 

a microphone for receiving audio from the user for transmission. 

17. (Previously presented) The piish-to-talk wireless device of claim 1 1, wherein the 
non-audible push-to-talk indicator comprises any one of: 

agr^hic; 

a text message; 

a light emitting device; and 

a button.

19. (Previously presented) The push-to-talk wireless device of claim 1 8, wherein the 
non-audible push-to-talk indicator emits a green colored light v^en indicating that the user of the 
wireless device may provide audio for transmission. 

20. (Currently amended) A computer readable medium on a wireless device including 
computer instructions for providing a non-audible push-to-taik indicator, the computer 
instructions including instructions for: 

indicating, via a non-audible push-to-talk indicator, that a user of the wireless device may 
not provide audio for transmission; 

initialing, by the wireless device, a connection setup procedure with a wireless network^ 
subseque nt to indicating that the user may not provide aiidic: 

receiving a message from the wireless network indicating establishment of a connection 
subseque nt to initiating the connection setup orocedure: and 

indicating, via the non-audible push-to-talk indicator, subsequent to receiving the 
message that the user of the wireless device may provide audio for transmission. 

21 . (Original) The computer readable medium of claim 20, wherein the first instructions 
for indicating comprise instructions for:

wrireless device may provide audio for transmission. 
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
